Report  of  Committee  to  secure  a  Missionary  to  travel  in 
the  bounds  of  the  Association  was  read,  received  and  order- 
ed to  be  appended. 

Report  on  Ministerial  Qualification  and  Support  was 
read,  when  Bro.  Wescott  and  Prof.  Ivey  each  discussed  the 
subject,  making  stirring  appeals  peculiar  to  the  importance 
of  the  subject.     Report  received  and  ordered  appended. 

Report  on  Education  read,  Prof.  Ivey  making  a  very  ap- 
propriate speech  on  the  subject.  Report  received  and  or- 
dered appended. 

On  motion,  the  following  resolution  was  adopted  : 

Resolved,  That  any  and  all  churches  belonging  to  this  Association,  hav- 
ing aspirants  to  ordination  to  the  Gospel  Ministry,  shall  request  the  ordain- 
ing Presbytery  of  the  said  Association  to  convene  at  the  church  to  which 
the  said  aspirant  belongs,  or  holds  his  membership,  and  that  when  a  ma- 
jority of  the  said  Presbytery  shall  so  convene,  they  shall  proceed  to  exam- 
ine, in  the  presence  of  said  church,  said  aspirant,  and  if,  in  the  judgment 
of  a  majority  of  the  Presbytery,  such  aspirant  be  worthy  and  competent, 
they  may  proceed  to  ordain  him:  but  if  not,  they  shall  reject  him,  and 
this  Association  will  endorse  none  who  do  not  comply  with  this  resolution. 

On  motion,  the  Clerk  was  ordered  to  have  800  copies  of 
the  minutes  of  this  session  printed  and  to  distribute  them 
pro.  rata. 

On  motion,  the  Clerk  was  allowed  $15  for  his  services. 

On  motion,  the  Association  gave  way  for  the  organization 
of  the  Board,  after  which  the  Association  was  called  to  order 
again. 

The  following  resolution  of  thanks  was  unanimously 
adopted : 

Resolved,  That  the  thanks  of  this  Association  be  tendered  to  the  Brethren 
of  Springfield  Church,  and  citizens  of  the  neighborhood,  for  the  very  kind 
and  hospitable  manner  in  which  they  have  entertained  the  Association.

"Dismiss  us  with  Thy  blessing,  Lord."  Prayer  by  Elder  D. 
N.  Gore. 


Sunday  Morning,  Nov.  18jth. 
Pursuant  to   adjournment  the  Association  met  at  the

being  so  vast  that  it  was  evident  that  it  would  be  utterly 
impracticable  to  accommodate  them  in  the  house,  where- 
upon the  Moderator  and  speakers  repaired  to  the  stand,  and 
the  Moderator  then  announced  the  order  of  services  for  the 
day,  viz : 

Col.  T.  S.  Memory,  Sunday  School  address. 
Prof.  S.  Ivey  to  preach  the  Missionary  Sermon. 
Elder  D.  N.  Gore  to  conduct  the  closing  exercises. 

Col.  Memory  responded  by  singing  a  hymn,  and  Elder 
J.  W.  Gore  lead  in  prayer ;  it  was  indeed  the  prayer  for  the 
occasion.  Col.  Memory  then  made  an  address  to  the  con- 
gregation which  seemed  to  give  general  satisfaction.

ON  PERIODICALS. 

Dear  Brethren:  Your  Committee  are  of  the  opinion  that  there  is  too 
little  attention  given  to  the  selection  and  reading  of  our  Denominational 
periodicals,  especially  among  the  rising  generation,  and  as  young  people 
are  generally  fond  of  reading  we  should  be  careful  in  our  selection  of  read- 
ing matter,  for,  as  reading  is  the  key  to  all  knowledge  it  is  very  essential 
that  the  matter  furnished  should  be  of  the  very  best  kind,  in  order  to  im- 
prove the  mind,  direct  and  lead  the  person  to  our  Lord  and  Saviour  Jesus 
Christ,  the  fountain  of  all  happiness.  And  to  this  end  we  believe  it  is  the 
duty  of  every  Baptist  to  take  a  denominational  paper  for  the  benefit  of 
himself  and  family,  and  the  building  up  of  the  Redeemer's  Kingdom;  and 
we  do  believe  that  no  minister  of  the  gospel  can  truly  discharge  his  duty 
as  pastor  to  any  congregation,  that  does  not  take  one  or  more  of  his  de- 
nominational papers,  and  impress  upon  the  minds  of  the  church  he  has  in 
charge  to  do  the  same.  And  we  do  especially  recommend  to  ministers  and 
members  to  take  the  following  papers :  The  Working  Christian,  published 
at  Columbia,  S.  C. ;  The  Biblical  Recorder,  published  at  Raleigh,  N.  C. ; 
The  Baptist,  published  at  Memphis,  Tenn. ;  Battle  Flag,  published  at  Louis- 
ville, Ky.  They  are  all  real  landmark  Baptist  papers,  and  edited  by  our 
best  learned  ministers  and  pious  christians  in  the  Southern  States.

ON  SUNDAY  SCHOOLS. 

Your  Committee  report  that  the  general  agency  of  the  Sunday  School 
work  be  continued,  with  instructions  to  divide  the  associational  field  into 
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six  or  more  Sunday  School  districts,  with  volunteer  sub-agents  for  each 
district,  to  co-operate  with  the  superintendents  and  pastors  for  organiza- 
tions like  Sabbath  School  Institutes,  adopting  a  systematic  plan  of  sup- 
port like  the  Little  Leader  plan,  and  report  progress  to  the  general  agent, 
who  can,  early  in  Spring  appoint  and  preside  over  a  general  uniting  of 
the  sub-schools  of  each  district  and  more  fully  organize  for  the  year's  con- 
flict, That  the  agent  be  allowed  $1.50  per  day,  the  deficiency  to  be  sup- 
plied by  public  collection  by  agent  and  pastor  when  the  financial  plan  fails 
to  be  self-sustaining.

ON  MINISTERIAL  QUALIFICATION  AND  SUPPORT.

Dear  Brethren:  The  suject  before  us  is  one  so  fraught  with  importance 
that  we  scarcely  know  how  or  where  to  begin.  Nevertheless  we  beg  leave 
to  call  your  attention  to  the  fact  that  as  our  posterity  are  dependent  upon 
the  ability  of  the  ministry  of  our  country  for  their  light  and  spiritual  knowl- 
edge, and  for  the  proper  understanding  of  those  gospel  truths  which  are  to 
shape  their  destinies  in  vast  eternity,  we  do  claim  that  the  ministry  should 
be  men  possessing  qualifications  adequate  to  such  an  important  work. 
Therefore,  as  to  qualifications: 

1st.  The  ministry  should  be  men  about  whose  personal  piety  there  can 
be  no  reasonable  grounds  of  doubt. 

2d.  And  they  should  be  men  who  have  been  proved  for  a  reasonable 
lime  as  being  sound  in  the  faith,  stability  of  principles  and  aptness  to 
teach,  and  if  possible  let  them  be  men  who  do  possess  education  sufficient 
to  convey  intelligibly  their  ideas,  views  and  opinions.  In  order,  therefore, 
to  attain  to  such  an  end,  we  claim  that  to  cheerfully  and  liberally  contri- 
bute of  our  pecuniary  means  to  the  ample  and  honorable  support  of  the 
Gospel  Ministry  is  the  bounden  and  indispensable  duty  of  each  and  all  of 
God's  people. 

We  do  hope  that  the  day  is  not  far  distant  when  such  a  pleasing  state  of 
affairs  will  exist,  and  then  shall  we  see  the  desert  blossom  as  the  rose.

REPORT  ON  EDUCATION. 

The  waneing  interest  in  the  cause  of  general  education  in  the  South  is 
made  manifest  by  the  meagre  support  of  our  colleges,  missionary  enter- 
prises and  religious  literature,  and  we  painfully  acknowledge  the  truth 
when  we  say  that  many  of  our  cherished  institutions  are  going  into  the 
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hands  of  strangers,  and  our  offspring,  from  our  neglect  of  their  necessity, 
estranged  therewith;  and  in  this  common  evil  we  may  suspect  a  common 
cause. 

Is  there  a  want  of  considerate  appreciation  or  self-esteem?  or,  is  the  pas- 
sion for  personal  aggrandizement  or  hasty  gain  degrading  to  the  human 
mind  inclining  us  to  live  and  move  regardless  of  the  rights  of  others.  We 
openly  confess  that  a  liberal  education  is  the  birth-right  of  every  child  of 
the  church,  yet  we  learn  that  nine-tenths  of  their  time  and  labor  is  con- 
verted into  merchandise.  The  Bible  enjoins  general  and  special  intelli-- 
gence.  All  our  professionals,  officers,  magistrates,  teachers  and  men  in 
high  places,  might,  could  and  should  be  of  this  persuasion.  The  school 
teacher  is  the  only  functionary  now  that  is  compelled  to  arm  himself  with 
a  certificate  of  good  moral  character,  and  a  large  majority  of  them  in  this 
community  are  of  our  persuasion,  and  should  become  a  power  in  the  land; 
for  during  the  old  field  school  days  the  men  and  women  are  made  what 
they  are,  especially  their  religious  taste  and  character  while  striving  to  im- 
itate and  please  their  teachers,  and  from  this  source  we  have  many  illus- 
trious examples  like  Yates,  Judson,  and  others. 

An  educated  mass  could  more  wisely  appreciate  and  prefer  an  educated 
ministry,  and  with  the  congregation  remain  the  rise  and  fall  of  this  scrip- 
tural standard  of  belief,  and  in  these  days  of  advertisement  one  of  the  most 
gloomy  facts  chronicled  by  our  State  Boards  this  year  is  that  the  education 
fund  has  fallen  off  about  50  per  cent. 

Your  Committee  would  recommend  a  more  favorable  consideration  of 
all  means  and  schools  within  our  reach,  as  many  of  them  are  made  more 
efficient  by  encouragement,  and  that  one  good  Academy  or  High  School 
should  be  conveniently  established  for  special  patronage,  not  in  competi- 
tion with,  but  in  subordinate  course  to,  our  Collegiate  Institutions,  which 
they  may  be  prepared  to  enter  before  the  adequate  amount  set  apart  to  their 
graduation  is  exhausted  by  transportation  and  other  expensive  prelimina- 
ries now  incumbent;  and  young  men  unable  to  pay  reasonable  board  and 
tuition  should  be  encouraged  to  avail  themselves  of  the  cabin  or  mess 
plan;  a  young  man  free  from  debt  can  find  a  friend  to  enter  college  and 
wag  along  on  short  means,  while  previous  encumbrance  would  darken  hi 
prospects. 

To  this  end  we  recommend  the  immediate  organization  of  an  Education 
Board  or  Committee,  with  no  power  to  contract  debt,  but  responsible  for 
the  judicious  application  of  any  donation  or  means  entrusted  to  their  care 
in  this  behalf;  they  should  be  practical  men  with  no  axe  to  grind,  but  cho- 
sen for  active  service,  as  men  that  educate  their  own  children  are  always 
friendly  to  the  education  of  others 

Further,  we  believe  it  to  be  the  religious  duty  of  every  Association  to  be 
prepared  to  point  out  to  the  youth  of  their  church  a  school  worthy  of  the 
sons  of  the  prophets,  and  until  this  Association  is  successful  in  organizing 
one  within  their  immediate  bounds,  the  patronage  of  Rev.  S.  Ivey's  school 
now  in  session  at  Whiteville,  N.  C,  is  heartily  recommended.

CAMAW  BAPTIST  ASSOCIATION. 

Bear  Brethren:  Having  been  requested  to  act  as  your  General  Agent  in 
the  itinerant  field,  I  commenced  my  work  according  to  contract  immediate- 
ly after  our  last  meeting  of  the  Association.  I  made  two  trips  amongst 
the  churches,  and  they  having  failed   to  pay  me  anything,  and  as  I  had

fallen  behind  three  hundred  and  fifty  dollars  clear  loss  on  the  past  two 
years'  labor,  I  was  forced  to  vacate  the  field.  I  however  filled  the  vacancy 
with  other  brethren  who  experienced  like  failure;  and  on  the  20th  of  June 
last  I  resumed  my  field,  having  secured  funds  from  my  Georgia  Mission 
sufficient  to  enable  me  to  run  my  work  for  the  balance  of  the  year.  Since 
the  resumption  of  my  field  of  labor  I  have  collected  in  cash  and  presents 
the  sum  of  ninety-six  dollars  and  fifteen  cents;  I  have  drawn  on  the  Treas- 
urer of  the  Executive  Committee,  Bro.  W.  S.  Frink,  to  the  amount  of  ten 
.dollars,  making  a  sum  total  of  $108.15.  I  have  travelled  for  you  in  all  97 
days;  preached  136  sermons;  baptised  80  persons;  restored  a  great  many; 
constituted  1  church;  dedicated  1;  and  hope  that  many  good  impressions 
have  been  made.  I  have  strove  amidst  all  my  persecutions  and  crosses  to 
teach  correctly,  and  to  preach  the  truth.  I  have  strove  to  keep  a  conscience 
clear  of  offense;  as  such  I  make  no  apologies — I  ask  only  for  what  I  merit. 

But  in  submitting  my  report  I  must  say  this,  dear  brethren :  As  you  value 
the  cause  of  your  Great  Redeemer,  and  the  salvation  of  sinners,  wake  up! 
wake  up!  Too  little  interest,  by  far  too  little,  is  being  taken  in  the  mission 
cause.  You  need  intelligent  ministers,  and  in  order  to  make  them  such 
you  must  exert  a  more  healthy  influence  in  your  charity.  I  Could  aid  you 
in  bringing  men  to  the  work  whose  influence  would  be  felt,  and  their  teach- 
ing would  make  lasting  impressions  for  good,  if  I  had  any  certainty  of 
their  support. 

In  conclusion,  permit  me  to  say  that  I  am  thankful  to  God  for  his  many 
mercies  conferred  upon  me  in  the  past,  and  also  to  the  few  dear  brethren 
and  sisters  who  have  been  faithful  and  true  to  me;  while  I  do  humbly  ask 
God's  choice  blessings  to  rest  upon  my  feeble  efforts,  and  pray  for  the  par- 
don of  the  sins  of  false  brethren  and  deluded  sisters. 

I  now  bid  the  brethren  and  sisters  an  affectionate  farewell,  requesting  at 
the  same  time  that  when  I  shall  fail  to  greet  them  on  earth  that  they  will 
do  me  the  justice  to  inscribe  to  my  memory  this  epitaph:  Be  mortius  nil 
nisi  bonum.  May  the  Grace  of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ  be  with  you  all.  Amen.

And  thus,  brethren,  I  have  traveled,  since  the  last  Association,  67  days; 
preached  78  sermons;  delivered  86  Sunday  School  addresses;  assisted  in 
the  constitution  of  one  church  and  in  ordaining  one  preacher,  and  Baptised 
45  persons,  and  received  in  cash  and  presents  $49.01,  which  is  an  average 
of  73  cents  per  day.  I  was  compelled  to  leave  the  field  of  operation  for 
want  of  support,  and  now  I  must  say  to  you  that  I  have  not  been  able  to 
accomplish  the  object  the  Association  had  in  view  and  hoped  to  carry  out 
by  her  agent;  and  I  have  fell  equally  short  in  success  of  the  building  up 
of  that  blessed  institution.  I  now  recommend  the  Association  to  discon- 
tinue the  Sunday  School  Agent  for  one  year  at  least. 

Brethren,  my  health  has  generally  been  good,  and  I  have  been  kindly 
received  by  brethren  and  friends  wherever  I  have  visited  as  a  preacher, 
and  my  addresses  have  been  attentively  listened  to,  but  if  any  good  has 
been  accomplished  the  agent  don't  know  it — but  he  hopes  that  it  may  be 
like  the  bread  cast  on  the  waters  in  days  yet  to  come. 

And  now,  my  dear  brethren,  I  return  to  you  my  sincere  thanks  for  the 
confidence  you  placed  in  me  in  appointing  me  to  the  important  duty  of  en- 
deavoring to  wake  up  the  churches  to  duty  in  training  their  own  and 
neighbors'  children  in  the  nurture  and  admonition  of  the  Lord.  O  may 
the  time  soon  come  when  every  church  will  be  able  to  see  and  perform  her 
duty  in  this  great  work,  is  the  prayer  of  your  humble  servant,

PREAMBLE. 


STATE  OP  SOUTH  CAROLINA,)  Know  all  men  by  these  presents, 
Horry  County.  |  That  we  whose  names  are  hereunto 

assigned,  having  the  glory  of  God,  the  good  and  prosperity  of  our  fellow-be- 
ings,and  the  enjoyment  of  that  rest  which  God  has  prepared  for  his  people,  as 
our  great  and  grand  aim,  and  believing  that  God  does  most  positively  re- 
quire of  all  his  children,  in  order  to  accomplish  this  object  and  to  ulti- 
mately attain  to  this  end,  that  they  shall,  in  any,  every  and  all  circum- 
stances and  stations  of  mortal  life,  cheerfully  give  of  their  pecuniary 
means  in  order  that  the  servant  of  God  may  go  into  all  the  world  and 
preach  the  gospel,  and  each  one  of  God's  people  act  fully  their  part;  there- 
fore be  it 

Resolved,  That  we  whose  names  are  hereunto  subscribed,  have  this  day 
entered  into,  covenanted  together  and  firmly  pledged  and  bound  ourselves, 
that  from  this  day  and  date,  we  will — and,  God  helping  us,  nothing  civil 
or  ecclesiastical,  fraternal  or  otherwise,  shall  prevent  us — pay  annually 
into  the  Treasury  of  the  Waccamaw  Baptist  Association  Home  Mission 
Board,  the  sums  which  we  now  subscribe.  That  we  now  do  set  opposite 
each  of  our  respective  names  the  sum  which  we  do  pledge  ourselves  to  pay 
into  the  said  Treasury  each  year  of  our  mortal  life,  looking  alone  to  God 
for  the  means  wherewith  to  pay  the  same,  and  that  the  sums  when  paid 
into  the  said  Treasury  shall  become  the  property  of  the  said  Board,  and 
shall  be  disbursed,  applied  and  used  in  accordance  with  the  By-Laws 
hereunto  affixed.

CONSTITUTION  &  BY-LAWS 

FOR  THE  GOVERNMENT  OF  THE 

WACCAMAW  BAPTIST  ASSOCIATION  HOME  MISSION  BOARD. 


Art.  1  st.  This  organizatian  shall  be  called  the  Waccamaw  Baptist  Asso- 
ciation Home  Mission  Board. 

Art.  2d.  It  shall  be  composed  of  church  members  belonging  to  the  said 
Association,  and  they  such  as  are  subscribers  to,  and  payers  into,  the 
Treasury  of  this  Board;  and  none  other  shall  have  any  voice  whatever  in 
any  of  the  deliberations  of  the  said  body.  And  these  said  members  shall 
constitute  the  Board,  their  object  being  to  transact  the  business  as  set 
forth  in  the  preamble  and  contract  prefacing  this  By-Law. 

Art.  3d.  This  Board  shall  hold  its  annual  meetings  at  the  same  time 
and  place  as  the  Waccamaw  regular  Baptist  Association,  and  shall  transact 
its  business  in  accordance  with  these  By-Laws.  Any  number  of  the  mem- 
bers present  shall  form  a  quorum  at  any  regular  appointed  meeting  to 
transact  business. 
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Art.  4.  This  Board  shall  meet  and  hold  quarterly  sessions  at  such  time 
and  place  as  in  their  judgment  may  seem  expedient,  for  the  purpose  of 
hearing  reports  from,  and  settling  with,  their  different  agents,  etc.,  and 
for  the  purpose  of  transacting  any  and  all  such  business  as  in  their  judg- 
ment may  seem  necessary. 

Art.  5.  The  objects  of  this  Board  are  and  *hall  be  lo  see  that  each  church 
belonging  to  the  said  Association  is  furnished  with  regular  preaching  each 
month  in  the  year;  that  all  the  churches  have  good  Sunday  Schools, 
good  libraries  of  our  own  publications,  and  that  all  the  stations  promising 
efficiency,  in  the  way  of  church  building  and  support,  are  cared  for;  the 
efficient  and  necessary  education  of  the  ministry  in  its  own  bounds,  and 
the  carefully  looking  after  and  providing  for  the  education  of  the  orphans 
belonging  to  the  said  churches  of  said  Association,  as  far  as  their  means 
will  permit. 

Art.  6.  This  Board  shall  elect  at  each  annual  session  the  following  offi- 
cers to  preside  for  them,  viz:  President,  Vice-President,  Secretary,  Cor- 
responding Secretary,  Treasurer,  and  two  brethren  to  act  as  a  Committee 
of  Finance;  and  no  person  shall  be  elected  to  any  of  the  aforesaid  offices 
or  be  entitled  to  vote  in  any  of  the  deliberations  of  this  Board  unless  he  is 
a  subscriber  to  and  payer  into  the  Treasury  of  this  Board. 

Art.  7.  The  members  of  this  Board  shall  have  power  to  employ  agents, 
missionaries,  colporteurs,  teachers,  or  others,  whom  in  their  judgment 
may  seem  necessary.  But  no  one  shall  be  employed  in  any  position  by 
the  Board  who  is  imcompetent.  And  all  drafts  for  payment  to  draw  on 
the  Treasury  of  the  said  Board,  must  be  approved  by  the  Board  and  en- 
dorsed by  the  President. 

Art.  8.  These  By-Laws  may  be  altered  or  amended  by  a  two-third  vote 
of  the  members  present  at  its  annual  meetings. 
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
